Nearly forty years ago I stopped at the Astor 
house in this great city. ‘It was considered 
fine then—yes, superfine—the acme, the 1° 
plus ultra of hotels. The aristocracy of the 
land stopped there and the youthfal swells 
who could not afford to stop there picked their 
teeth on the steps. It is considered a very 
comfortable old stone barn now and so for auld 
lang syne I halted there and took a room at 
one dollar and a half a day and had the privi+ 
lege of eating where I pleased. I liked th‘s 


and was just high enough for meto stand ip 
and write my nameon the ceiling over my 
head. I measured itand found it only six 
and a half feet. There was one little window 
eighteen inches high and the sash opened on a 
pair of hinges and the window on the grave 
yard of St. Paul’s church, How immensely 
grand that Astor house used to look.. How in- 
significant and humble it looks now. It cere 
tainly has shrunk down and drawn up,but it is 


a good house still. 


utas Ihad no business on Wall street 
I departed those coasts and 
took Pon abode at the Fifth avenue, where 
everything is grand even to the charges per 
day, but I thought I would play the conse- 
quential a little while, and strut around with 
the magnates. Senators and governors and 
counts and generals are common 
here. General Sherman . lives here 
and he and I pass repass and 
take our meals near togethés and I expect get 
a slice from the same turkey, He is very 
ceable now.

course, and inside of it at irregular intervals, 
and the horses had to leave the ‘“‘flat,” as the 
running course is called, and 
take the hedge or wall or ditch wherever it 
was placed. hen the race was closely con- 
tested, you could see four or five horses on the 
wild leap at once, with barely a neck between. 
We witnessed five races, and in one of three 
miles there were thirteen splendid horses en- 
gaged. The riders were all men, not boys, and 
averaged from 135 to 170 pounds,and they 
were clad in showy garments of green and 
blue, and canary and gold, and silver and vel- 
vet, and satin and stripes, and spots and sashes 
of all colors, so that the eye could follow them 
around the track and not be deceived as to 
which horse was ahead. 

Well, of course, there was betting, but there 
was no trickery. The owners of the horses 
were supposed to be above tricks and stratagems. 
They already had as much money as any rea- 
scnable man could desire. Money had 
failed to satisfy, and now they were 
trying sport. No ordinary man _ could 
come into this ring, To getin a man had to 
be above the necessity of plotting and schem- 
ing tomake money. The prize of $2,000 to 
the best horse was nothing but a little spics 
among these men. There was betting outside, 
lots of it, but not on a large scale. Old men, 
old women, young men and young women, all 
bet, say from fiveto twenty dollars, on every 
race. Some bet on their judgment, their 
knowledge of the horses or on horse flesh in 
general, But most of the five thousand people 
bet at random, just for the excitement. They 
would pick out a name they liked and bet on 
it. Lots of men and ladies bet on “Orphan 
Boy” just out of sympathy, and the Orphan 
gotleft. I was much emused at an old gentle- 
man with gray side whiskers. He bet every 
time— $20 every time and lost. At the last 
race. he said, “Well, Vil try it once 
more. My wife picks ont the 
hind nag every time and I have 
to bet on him to please her. I’ve lost eighty 
dollars already and here goes another twenty.” 
He lost that, too,and ashe paid over the 
money he said: “Well, my old woman will have 
to stay at home this sun:mer, I do reckon, for 
all her spendin money is gone.” But the old 
woman looked at him with a tone of voice that 
meant: I reckon I know what I’m about, and 
there is plenty more money left in the till for 
me.

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- BLITZER’S PUNISHMENT

The murder of Dirck Patzel was the first 
tragedy in the history of Austerblatz.

“itis very simple,” said Muller. “We or: 
ganive ourselyesinto a meeting. Thea we 
send for Blitzer and tell him the charge against 
him. If he sayshe is guilty we appoint a 
committee to go out and hang him,”’ 

“But suppose he says he is not guilty?’ sug- 
gested one of the crowd. 

“Oh, that ends it, of course,”’ was the reply. 

“Blitzer mi .} t object to the whole business,” 
said anoiher, 

“Well,” answered Maller thcughtfaly 
“that wonld be very unneighborly on his part, 
but we could not go ahead, you know, unless 
it was satisfactory to him.” 

With this understanding of the principles 
and workings of the American system of lynch 
law the good people of Austerblatz all declared 
that they saw nothing objectionable in it, and 
it was agreed that Blitzor’s caso should be diss 
posed of at once. 

Slack Van Dooter was the man who was 
charged with the mission of inviting the cul- 
prit to appear before the meeting. 

Blitzer was a big, fat, jolly Datchman, while 
Van Dooter was the smallest and thinnest man 
in the village. 

When the two confronted each other Dlitzer 
grinned good naturedly. 

“You little rat,” he said; “I could strangle 
you with my thumb and forefinger.”

‘I feel it ismy Guty to answer guilty.” 

“Spoken like a true Austerblatzer,” said 
Muller. ‘“‘The sentence of the court is that 
you be taken to Eagle Bluff and hanged by 
the neck until you aredead. Will you fix the 
date, Blitzer?” 

“Any time,’ replied the doomed man, as he 
picked upashingle and began whittling it. 
“Any time will do, and asthisseems to be a 
kind of holiday, why not now?” 

“The sentence is satisfactory, is it?” 

“Oh, perfectly. What suits my friends and 
neighbors suits me.”’ 

Van Dooter, Zoller and Goos were then ap- 
pointed a committee to take the condemned to 
Eagle Bluff and execute him. 

Everybody crowded around Blitzer and shook 
hands with him, They patted him on the back 
and told himthat he was a fine fellow, and 
would carry with him the good wishes of all. 

The committee with the prisoner called at 
Muller’s house where they were regaled with a 
substantial lunch and several glasses of beer. 
Then they started in a wagon for Eagle Bluff, 
followed by the enthusiastic cheers of the Au:- 
tei blaizers, 

When they were about half way to their 
destination, Goos remarked that it did not 
look fair and right for chree men to havea 
hand in hangivg a neighbor, when one man 
would do the job justas well, Why not draw 
lots to see who should be the hangman? The 
suggestion was adopted at once, and the lot 
fellto Van Dooter. Just then a wagon met 
them on its way to the village, and Zoller and 
Gous transferred themselves to it, leaving Van 
Dooter and Blitzer to continue their journey. 

When the execationer aod his pr soner 
reached Eagle Blnff, sometime was spent in 
selecting the best place forthe hanging. A 
tree near the edge of the blaff attracted their 
attention, and Van Dooter fastened one end of 
his rope to it, and wmadea scientific noose on 
the other.

Itisa notable fact that the 
present high standard of iron made at Bir- 
mingben, and other iron centers, has been at- 
teimed by experience, experiment and staying 
“gmalit:-s. A people raw, fresh and unused to 
taking care of themselves and their interests 
from an industrial standpoint; a people who, 
for nearly a century, knew little of how to 
value their own magnificent resources, could 
not expect toreach the top round of that same 
old chestnutesque “ladder of success” all ina 
minute. How faithfally they have labored 
since that ‘‘destiny of nations’ threw them on 
their own resources, needs no confirmation or 
affirmation from me or any one who has kepi a 
weather eye open as totheir growth. “The 
mistakes of Moses” does not find a second in 
the south, for our lack of more rapid develop- 
ment is due toa deficient knowledge of our 
resources, a want of capital and an absence of 
experience.

I find here ina little town of not quite 
2,000 inhabitants what appears to me to be the 
acme of successful schemes in the development 
of the town’s resources—a scheme that isn’t a 
scheme at al]—but a genuine piece of common 
sense, studied out within the brain ofa plucky 
young banker and his associates, They have 
seen the fallacy of “ground floor” plans in 
many enterprises started, and which have 
caused, toa greater or less degree, a lack of 
confidence in certain localities. Their methods 
of reasoning was about after this fashion: 

“We have superior natural resources over 
nearly any locality in this section. Why not 
take advantage of them and begin our growth 
while money is pouring into the south like 
yain?”’ 

Having studied over everything in the way 
of a feasible plan to invite capital and people, 
they then went quietly to work and brought to 
light the happiest combination of advantages 
it has been my pleasure to notice—that is, just 
such returns for the investor's honest dollar as 
would convince him that “value received” was 
what. he was getting when he chinked the 
coin into the treasurer’s drawer. The entire 


plan and organization will be duly set forth in 


this letter, and if itdoes not p'easeany man’s 
eye and pot him to thinking, then I am & poor 
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organized, with enough capital to back all ou‘- 
side enterprises, the stock has been taken and 
now is on the market. About the first thing I 
asked on getting a little insight jnto the com- 
pany’s plans, was, : 

“Can I buy a little sock?” 

And Dr. Young, the secretary of the com- 
pany, as readily responded : 

“No, sir; you can’t buy @ dollar's worth 
from us, and you can get it only from outsiders 
who have bought, and then only at a pre- 
mium.” 

This was a very remarkable announcement, 
I thought, but when the balance of this corres- 
pondence is perused, my confidence will not 
appear in anything like a doubtful light. Here 
is the Athens idea: They want to invite capi- 
tal and people here, but they don’t want a sou! 
tocome with the suggestion apparent that 
there is anything here that will not material- 
ize into just what they say it will. At present 
Athens is only a small town, but most beauti- 
fully located in the heart of the mountains of 
East Tennessee, and Nature has surrounded 
her witb richest resources, There is iron ore, 
marble, granite and magnificent forests, with 
coal as accessible and available as 
any town could wish, Now they say, 
that is, the company says, that they propose to 
expend $500,000 in improvements and indus- 
trial enterprises, which will require not less 
than 2,000 operatives, or population with fami- 
lies of about 10,000 souls.

IN THE HEART OF THE EAST TENNESSEE 
MOUNTAINS, WHERE RICHES ABOUND, 

While there is not much to boast of here at 
present in size, the location of Athens is beau- 
tiful to a degree, and she certainly 
possesses rare advantages, for th 
hills and mountains teem with rich deposits of

SURPRISING FACTS ABOUT THE THICKEST AND 
REST VEINS OF ORE IN AMERICA. 

There is nothing of greater importance than 
the heavy deposits of iron ore surrounding 
Athens, and in close proximity. 

Professor Joel I. Pyott, of Rhea county, who 
hag been sojourning in Athens for a time, is 
not only one of the best posted mineralogists 
in the country, but his opinions are sought by 
iron men as authority. He has studied the ore 
deposits of McMinn county thoroughly, and as 
a result of his investigations we are jindebted 
to him for the following reliable information: 

McMinn county contains the largest quantity 
of fossiliferous iron ore on the earth. 

Seven miles southeast of Athens, there is a 
regular stratified iron ore seamf 

SEVENTY-FOUR FEET THICK, 
and of regular, uniform quality all the way 


through, 

This immense vein is only divided by a few 
thin seams of slate, and the best of judges 
cannot see aby difference in the quality of the 
ore from one side to the other, but if any dif- 
ference at all, it can only be told by a chemi: 
cal analysis. 

The analysis lately made of this ore, from 
carefully selected average samples, ran from

‘As forour experience in Quebec, it was so 
uniformly satisfactory that although I had the 

jJeasure of making the acquaintance of a very 

rgenumber, indeed, of citizens of all grades 
and ofall nationalities, 1 can honestly say I 
did not hear a single expression favorable to 
Lord Lansdowne, while his opponents who at- 
terded our demonstration were free in their 
acknowledgements that the statements, if un- 
rebutted, were simply appalling. 

“This reeult is. I think, thoroughly secured 
—that the Canadian people recognize thata 
case bas been made waich must be answered. 

“Not a single one of Lord Lansdowne's 
champions in the press has attempted to tackle 
the facts of the controversy, although Lord 
Lansdowne, many woeks ago, through his 
aide-de-camp supplied them with his version of 
the transactions. His friends are reduced to 
two pleas, neither of which will bear the light 
of robust public criticism for a moment, The 
first iz, that as governor-general Lord Lans- 
downe is sublimated above all criticism from 
the people whom he rules and who pay him. 
This is a doctrine so antipathetic to British 
constitutional law that I can scarcely imagine 
how any person instructed in the rudiments of 
Evgiish constitutional history can for a mo- 
ment seriously propound it. 

“Tae gueen’s civil list is one itom of ex- 
penditure which the representatives of the 
people are not extitied and bound to criticize 
induty to their constituents. The fact that 
the Canadian parliament are called upon to 
vote money for any purpose entitles them and 
the Canadian people to discuss, with the most 
absolute freedom, the purposes to which it is 
tobe put. Their right to doso is in fact the 
ABC of constitational government. Much 
more delicate topics than Landsdowne’s con- 
ductin Ireland are constantly discussed as a 
matter of right and duty in the imperial house 
ef commons. An English constitutional law- 
yer would smile at thesuggestion that, because 
the queen can do no wrong, when acting as the 
mouthpiece of the stats, the governor general, 
paid by the Canadian people, can do no wrong, 
either, although it is shown beyond the pos- 
sibility of denial that he is using Canadian 
money for the perpetration of an injastice 
which the Canadian parliament has again and 
again denounced, 

“Lansdowne’s other plea is a still more 
washy one—namely, that his mouth is closed 
againstdefense. His own action and that of 
his agent utterly confate it. He was himself 
the first to resort to newspaper controversy on 
the subject before I had an opportunity, and 
the first to make an exparte and disingenious 
statement of his side of the case before I had 
any opportunity of answering him. He, 
through hisaide-de camp in Ottawajand through

Subsequently the queen laid the first stone 
of the foundation of the technical Schools at- 
tached to the Peoples’ palace. The archbishop 
of Canterbury then prayed for and blessed the 
people and pronounced a benediction. 

Upon the conelusion of the ceremonies the 
royal procession started on its return. By 
command of the queen the longest route back 
was taken, the procession moving off into 
Burdett road, and going thence along 
Commercial road to Oldgate. This deviation 
was oidered to please citizens who had request- 
edit. Arriving again atthe city limits, the 
roys! carriage was met by the lord mayor and 
civic officials and escorted to the mansion 
house, which the qneen entered in state, and 
for the first time in her life. The lord mayor 
wore on this occasion his crimson and ermine

Especially is this 
true of rawcotton and tobacco. It is expected 
that in a few years Mexico, instead of import- 
ing cotton, will be enabled to export it.

Receipts are $17,801,114 and expendi- 
tures $5,155,165. a net gain of $12 645,949. The 
available surplus, according to the treasurer’s 
calculation, is now stated at $42,000,000, an in- 
crease of about $10,000,000 since the Ist in- 
stant.

DEATH OF MR. JUSTICE WOODS. 


, Short Sketch of His | Life and Services--How 
the News of His Death Was Received. 
The news of the death of Associate Justice 


Woods, of the United States supreme court, brought | 
genuine sorrow to the hearts of the many friends |. 


whom he gained during his residencein this city, 
andon all sides yesterday expressions of regret 
were to he heard. 

Judge Woods was a native of Licking county, 
Ohio. The early part of his life was spent in that 
siate where he rose to politica) prominence. For 
several sessions he represented Licking county in 
the Ohio housejof representatives,and in 1858-6\\was 
speaker of that He commanded an Ohio 
regi:ment during the war, retiring as major gen- 
eral of volunteers. Immediateiy after the war 
Judge Woods removed to Alabama, where he re- 
ceived the appointment of chancellor of one of the 
state courts, In 1869 the fifth judicial circuit 
of ihe United States was formed 
and Judge Woods was appointed by General Grant 
the fist judge of thatcircuit. This circuit included 
Georgia, and from that time dated Judge Woods’s 
connection with Atlanta and with Georgia, Eleven 
ycars later came a fitting recogoition of his ability 
and his faithful performance of duty in the shape 
of an appointment, at the hands of President 
Hayes, to the position on the supreme bench of the 
United States, made vacant by the retirement of 
Mr. Justice Strong. At the time of his death Justice 
Woods was associate justice ofthe supreme court 
and circuit justice of the fifih judicial circuit. 

He has been ill about a year, a severe cold con-. 
tracted last spring having developed into a severe 
disease of the throat. A wife and two children are 
the members of his immediate family. : 

For eleven years Judge Woods and Judge Erskine, 
of this city, sat together in the circuit courts of the 
northern and southern districts of Georgia, and 
they were the warmest friends. ‘‘The news of his 
death,”’ said Judge Erkine to a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter, ‘‘painsme deeply. I feel that I have lost 
notonly an associate whom I have always ad- 
mired, bute. friend whom I have loved. Justice 
Woods wa* 9 map of, most noble and generous 
beart, an 2e man whose sterling wurth was back- 
ed by thorovgh honesty. He possessed one of the 
finest legal minds I ever knew, and ‘his capacity 
for work was something almost wonderful. [n all 
the time that I knew him I never heard him com- 
plain of being tired, although he was. one of the 
most industrious men I ever saw. Hisjadicialacts 
were Characterized by a high sense of honor, aud 
his judgments were upright and of great worth.”’ 

Justice Woods was appointed to the supreme 
bench on the 2ist of December, 1880, and shortly 
after thisthe bar of Atianta gave a banquetin 
honor of the event. Upon that occasion he gave 
expression to sentiments which indicate the char- 
acterofthe man. Among other things he said: 

“Since I have been upon the federal bench in 
this circuit I have kept one thing steadily in view, 
and that was to so administer the law as to encour- 
age the sentiment that the courts of the United 
States were not courts of a foreign jurisdiction, 
but belonged to the people of the _ dis- 
tricts in which they were held, in common with 
all the people of the United States? not organizad 
to oppress but to protectthem in their rights, and 
mete out even handed justice to all. I hope to see 
this sentiment grow. I don’t want the federal 
courts to be looked upon as engines of oppression, 
organized at Washington by an alien government, 
but conrtsto whichthe people may confidently 
turn for fairness, justice and the impartial admin- 


} istration of their own laws, both state and national, 


courts held” by their own fellow-citizens for the 
benefit and protection of all the states of a common 
country.”’

W remembered that when Blackwood’s 
epplication fer a writ of habeas corpus was decid- “ 
ed in his favor, instéad of being turned loose, h@.

strange Coincidence, right within reach of some 
South Carolina constablhts, who had warrants for 
his arrest. It was supposed that immediately after 
his arrest application for a requisition would be’ 
made by the Augusta authorities. But so far there” 
are no evidences of any such action. : 

The decision ef Judge Roney in this case seems 
to amuse a many members of the profession 
in Atlanta They say that the only q uestion before 
the court was the legality of the arrest of the pris- 
oner, and that that question sould not have beem 
made by the prisoner. That has been the aniver- 
sal decision. So Jucge Roney must haye released 
the prisoner because he found ihat his arrest was’ 
iilegal and that the sovereigti—that is the state of 
South Carolina—was cemanding his release. There 
is no law on the face of the earth t> sustain him ia * 
this position.

“MISS HARDEN’S. 


DEATH 


THE ORIGINAL SWEETHEART OF 
JOHN HOWARD PAYNE.

The Story of e Romantic Life-The Possessor of the 
Original Copy of “Home, Sweet Home,” the 
Lines of Which Arelnterlined With 
Protestations of Love, Etc,, Bt>, 


ATHens, Ga, May 14.—([Special.|—In her 
modest home on Hancock avenue, Miss Mary 
Harden, longa resident of Athens, died to- 
night. 

For several days she has been failing rapidly, 
and the watchers at her bedside knew early 
this morning that her life on earth was rapidly 
drawing near its close. Miss Harden has been 
living for many yearsa secluded life, rarely 
passing beyond the threshold of her own dom- 
icile. Indeed, thore are many citizens living 
here who have never seen Miss Harden, so se- 
cluded has her life been. Years ago she was a 
young and attractive maiden, in all the glory and 
freshness of beautiful young womanhood. At 
that time she met John Howard Payne,the au- 
thor of ‘Home Sweet Home,’’and the charms of 
her person and mind attracted strongly 
the fancy of Payne. He grew to worship, and 
finally to idolize her, and time and again of. 
fered her his hand and his heart. She liked 
him not well enough, perhaps, to wed him, but 
her friendship for him was sufficiently strong 
to cause her to treasure his memory, and pre- 
serve with almost religious reverence the few 
moments of her former and long since dead 
lover. She hasin her possession the original 
manuscript of that touching ballad, “Homa, 
Sweet Home,” which Payne wrote. Fre- 
quently bas she been importuned by autograph 
hunters and speculators to part with this doca- 
ment. One gentleman, the agent of a well 
known magazine, offered her three hundred 
dollars for the manuscript, but she refased 
him, saying: 

“T have been offered many times three hun- 
dred dollars for it.” 

It is said here by seme who have seen the 


original that the manuscript is interlined with - 


love messegas and other tokens of affection in 
Payne’s hand writing, and the fact that these 
tokens of a once living and breathing love will 
be put before the public, deterred her from 
éver parting with it. It is not known by any 
one what dispesition she will make of this doc- 
ument. It is even hinted that she has destroy- 
ed it, fearing in’ case of her death that it 
might fall into other than friendly hands, and 
a love that was once sacred and tender to her 
become a sport and a jest with the world. Bat 
the general opinion is that she will have it 
buricd with her. 

Miss Harden wasa lady of advanced age, 
the exact number of her yoara not beiag 
known. Her father, the late General Harden, 
wasatone timea very wealthy man in this 
section, but after the war most of his fortans 
was sweptawsy. When he died his daughter 
applied herself to the task of 1ecovering most 
of the property, and notwithstanding fearful 
odds, succeeded in getting back much of it. 
She had been splendidly educated, and her 
natnral talents were great and varied. An ac- 
complished linguist. she wrote aud spoke sev- 
eral Janguages, especially beiog proficient in 
French, which she prouounced with the ease 
and correctness of an educated Parisian. For 
many ycars she was in the employ 
of well known publishinz houses in the north, 
her work being trausiating the works of 
French authors into English. She not only 
maintained herself by this work, but was sac- 
cessful in laying aside each year a snug sum, 
which wasapplied tothe object she ever had 
in view, regaining possession of the property 
of her father. It is said that she was in the 
employ of the Freuch legation in this country 
for several years, long ago, her services being 
required in putting the necessary state docu- 
ments pertaining to the work of the legation 
into French. 

It is not known bow much her estate will be 
worth. It has been considerably reduced. 
At one time it was large, but now the 
largest estimates do not place it beyond 
twenty-five thousand dollars.

BARNESVILLE, Ga., May 14.—[Special Let- 
ter.J—A brief sketch of a quict hom, 
far away from the strifes and storms 
of trade-life, may be of interest to some.

Paul M. Atkinson, who married Mies Lula 
Hurst, isone oftte company, and Mr, Allen, 
ore of the finest mechanics in the country, is 
ancther. Mr. Allen is an old experienced 
scale maker, haviog becn with the Howe com- 
papy a number of years. The present estab- 
lishment has been in operation only 
since _— last September, but they 
have rapidly extended their works 
gntil now they cover almost the entire south. 
That they should do this ia but the ligitimate 
outgrowth ofthe natural advantages afforded 
the manvfacturer of almost everything in the 
south. The Southern Scale company has a 
capita! of $25,000, and will do from $50,000 to 
$75,000 worth of business this year. 

The manufacture of weighing scales is an in- 
teresting work and requires some delicate and 
clore calculations in putting the parts accurate- 

together. But Mr. Allen, who does the me- 

nical headwork here in the scale line, has 
been remarkably successful and knows his bus- 
iness thoroughly. I am told that the averaga 
track scales used over the country are out of 
balance anywhere from six to twenty-five 
pounds, generally, but so perfectly adjusted 
are the Chattanooga make of _ scales 
that they guarantee the beam to rise with 
the weight ofa silver dollar. Senator Brown 
had a scale put in at his Dade county coal 
mines, the other day, with the contract to be 
accepted only on condition that a silver dollar 
would elevate the beam.

In less than five months from today the 
gates of the Piedmont exposition will he 
thrown open to the public. An exhibit of 
resources never equalled in thesouth will be 
arranged in departments and ready for sight- 
seers. A crowd of a hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people will have been to Atlanta, or on 
their way to the city to see the great show. 

In less than five months! And yet not a 
spade full of dirt hasbeen turned on the 
grounds. The crops are still growing in the 
places to be occupied by the racetrack, the 
grand stand and exposition building. Not 
a bush has been cut, nor a foot of fence 
raised. It is almost incredible that within 
the short space left, barely one hundred 
working days, the wilderness which is the 
site for Piedmont park, can be transferred 
into a decorous and beautiful exposition 
ground, with every adjunct for holding a 
first-class fair; and yet it will be done. By 
the end of next week not less than a thou- 
sand men will be at work under the various 
committees, bringivg order out of chaos; and 
by the tenth of October everything will be 
ready for the public to walkin the gates, 
and see the best exposition and fair ever 
held in the southern states, 

To do this will require every moment of 
time the directors and managers can give to 
the work. For the past two weeks they 
have held daily meetings, and almost every 
night have met for consultation. It is nec- 
essary that they should have the fullest sym- 
pathy and support of the public, and that 
they should not be forced to spend half of 
their timein canvassing for subscriptions. 
Every citizen of Atlanta especially hasan 
interest, and should have a pride, in the 
success of this first exposition. There is not 
a man in the city who is able to give to any 
purpose, who cannot afford to give some- 
thing to this. It is agreed on all hands that 
the exposition of 1881 added five million 
dollars to the wealth of this city—has built 
scorés of shops and factories, and kept At- 
lanta in the line of progress. As much or 
more can be hoped for from the coming ex- 
position. Letevery man then who has not 
subscribed to the exposition fund, come 
without being asked, and help out this 
grand enterprise. Those who can do so 
should subscribe five hundred dollars, of 
which only twenty per cent can be called 
inone year. It is believed that this twenty 
per cent will be returned after the fair is 
over. The North Georgia fair ran for five 
years in the _ seventies,. and re- 
turned every dollar of subscription, 
This exposition ought to do as well, Those 
who cannot subscribe five hundred dollars 
should subscribe whatever they feel able 
to give. Any amount will be gratefally 
received; but there should be some amount 
from every merchant, capitalist, manufac- 
turer, or professional man in Atlanta. 

We say to our friends throughout the 
south that the exposition will be worthy 
of their exhibits and their attendance. The 
main building will be roomier and much 
handsomer than the main building of the 
cotton exposition. The grounds will be 
more beautiful and better adapted to the 
purposes of the fair. In addition to the 
superb display of machinery made at the 
cotton exposition in 1881, there will be halls 
for agricultural products, an art gallery for 
fine paintings and statuary, and five hun- 
dred pens and stalls for live stock. The 
south has never had such opportunity to 
make display of her rich resources as this 
will afford. The president has signified 
his interest in the south, and in its de- 
veloyment, by promising to be present at 
the exposition. He will be greeted here 
by thousands upon thousands of southern 
people who have come together to learn 
from the object lesson of the exposition, 
progress in farming, in manufactures, and 
in general affairs. Visitors will come in 
large numbers from the north and north- 
west to see the gathered riches of the 
richest section of this union. Those com- 

munities or individuals who fail to make 
an exhibit of their resources at the expo- 
sition will make a mistake. Those wh» 
fail to ree the exposition will miss the 
most interesting and instructive show held 
iw the south for many years. The morn- 
ings ef the two weeks will be devoted to 
studyirg the resources of the country as 
grouped in the exposition hall. Everything 
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ed for races. Three thousand dollars will 
be offered for military prizes. There will be 
competition in every athletic sport, grand 
displays of fireworks will be made at night, 
and every one who can afford to give three 
or four days to Atlanta during the two 
weeks of her exposition may be sure of in- 


struction and entertainment. 


Death of Justice W. B. Woods, 

At his home in Washington yesterday 
Justice W. B. Woods, of the supreme court 
of the United States, passed away. 

Death was a relief to him as he had been 
hopelessly sick for many weeks and had 
soffered intensely. | 

The friends of Judge Woods in Georgia 
were surprised when they heard a few 
mouths ago that he was a victim of con- 
sumption. When he left Atlanta six years 
ago he was the picture of robust manhood 
and hearty health. Several months since 
his physicians advised him that rest was 
imperative. He left the bench and sought 
recreation in southern California. The dis- 
ease steadily gained on him, however, and 
at last he turned his face toward his home 
with no better hope than that he might die 
there. 

Judge Woods was a native of Ohio and 


law. He distinguished himself during the 
war and rose to the rank of major-general of 
volunteers in the federal army. After the 
war he returned to the practice of the law 
and was appointed by President Grant to 
the United States district bench in Alabama. 
When the fifth judicial circuit was formed 
he was promoted to its bench and soon after- 
wards moved to Atlanta. In December, 
1880, President Hayes, who had been his 
friend in the army, appointed him to the 
+ Supreme court. He was credited to Georgia. 

As a judge on the district, circuit and 
supreme benches, Judge Woods presided 
with dignity and ability. As aman he was 
highly respected and esteemed by all who 
knew him, and during the several years of 
his residence here he and his family made 
many friends in Atlanta who deeply sympa- 
thize with the bereaved ones. f

Pleasant Bits of Local News and Gossip 
Picked Up Here and There. 

Colonel Sam Grafton, once of Atlanta, but 
now of Baltimore, was in town a day or two ago. 

“J see,” be remarked, “that Secretary Lamar 
snubbed the royal folks from the Cannibal islands. 
Well, I don’t blame him. I’ve been to that/country. 
About 1840 I wasona whaling vesse] in the Pa- 
cific and we usedto go to the Sandwich islands 
about once in six months to recruit. The ship I 
was On was commanded by Captain Russell, who 
was fupposed to be a son of the king. He had at 
least been raised by that royal person, I have vis- 
ited the spot where the savages killed and ate Cap- 
tain Cook. Oh, they were tough cases in those 
days. They lived on fish and poi—one 
finger, two finger, three finger poi. The poi 
was a kind of vegetable mush eaten with the fin- 
gers and named according to its consistency one 
finger, two finger and three finger poi. Yes, yes, 
we uted to buy hogs from the natives, paying ‘or 
them with cheap cloth and using the hog for the 
yard-stick. No matter how fat the hog or how 
lean, or how poor the eloth, you would give just so 
much of the cloth as it would take to go from the 
tip of the hog’s nose to the end of hi; tail. You 
could buy nearly anything on the island for a six- 
inch piece of hoop iron, which would be made in- 
to aspear head, and a man with a jack knife could 
very nearly buy the kingdom. The king wasa 
great one. On big occasions he would 
wear an old navy uniform of fadei 
blue with gilt buttons. The king’s subjects would 
never wear more than one garment atatime. A 
fellow would weara hatora pair of shoesor a 
coat, but you couldn’t get him to wear all three or 
even two at once. Yes, yes, it wasa tough coun- 
try when I knew it.” 


Itisnot only possible, but it is exceedingly 
probable, that Atlanta will have a type foundry b>- 
fore long. Aneastern type foundry company has 
been looking over the south with a view to estab 
lishing a branch toundry, Representatives of the 
company visited a)l the principal sou hern cities 
evengoing as far south as Florida. *!t has been de. 
cidedjthat of all the cities of the south Atlantais t1e 
most desirable point for the new enterprise. Rich- 
mond is too far north and has a branch foundry. 
Charleston is too much to one side. New 
Orleans is too far to the  oiher 
side, Ailanta is the happy medium. 
Mr. W. C. Dodson, who knows what he is talking 
about, saysthe foundry would certainly pay. About 
three years ago Mr. Dodson, who found hianself 
frequently called upon to make estimates for 
printing outfits, decided tocarry a small stock of 
printing material in connection with his book and 
job printing business. He began ona smail scale 
hut the business grew very rapidly and has recent- 
ly forced him into larger quarters. Heis familiar 
with the movement to establish a type founiry in 
Atlanta and will take an active interest in the en- 
terprise. He says if Atlanta will take 
$30,000 worth of stock an _é additional 
$30,000 will be taken by eastern capitalists, 
and the new enterprise will come here. Such a 
plant as is proposed would employ about one hun- 
dred men and a like number o! boys and girls, and 
would be a very important addition to the business 
of the city. A type foundry in Atlanta could 
scarcely failto bea paying business since there 
isnosuch an establishment in the south, and the 
whole business of type making in the United 


States is controlled by only about thirty foundries 


The failure ofatype founding firm is something 
almost if not quite unknown in business circles, 

It takes a great deal of work to make type. 
Every letter has to be handled by five persons after 
itiscast. The first thing done is cutting the letter 
on the end ef a fine piece of steel forming a punch? 
The punch is driven into a piece of polished cop- 
per, which makes the matrix. The matrix for the 
face of the letter and the mould for the body of 
the type are putinto the type casting machine, 
fed with melted metal, and the letters are turned 
out one at a time, dropping from the machine like 
the ticking of a watch. A great deal of work is re- 
quired in finishing type, and when at last they are 
apparently all right each letter is examined under 
& microscope, and the defective ones are rejected.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Family Names. 


Enbscriber, Red Oak, Texas: How did the 
different names criginate? 

The Greeks, with few exceptions,'had no family, 
or sire,namcs, The Romans bad three names; first, 
a proper name (prenomen), the distiction of the 
individual, like our baptismal or Christian name; 
second, the name ofthe class (nomen), and third, 
the family name (cognomen). Sometimes to these 
were added, on account of act of valor or event, a 
fourth name (agnomen), as Publius (prenomen), 
Cornelius (the clan of Corne ius), Scipio (the fam. 
ily),and Africanus (the agnomen), because‘of his 
victories in Africa. The prenomenp was generally 
not written in full,as M. for Marcus, P.)for Pablius, 
etc.;as M. Tullizs Cicero, i. e., “Marcus,” to dis- 
singuish him from hisbrother Quintus. Tullius, 
the clan, and Cicero, the family. In Germany 
end the Teutonic nations family or suruames (or 
azitshould be spelled, ‘‘sirnames.’’i. e., sire or 
father’s name) were little used before the fours 
teenth century. Everyone had a baptismal name 
only, The most ancient method was to add the futh- 
er’s name to their own, as John-son, William-son, 
David-son, etc. The Arabians still follow this cus- 
tom; e. g., Hali’s son Yoar is called Ebu{Hali (Hali’s 
son) and Yoar’sson would be Hebu Yoar The 
surpames given in England about the time ‘of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror were selected, like the agno- 
men;of the Romans, from some peculiar circum- 
stance relating to the individual. Thus, the earl 
of Anjou obtained the surname of Plantagenet from 
tbe well known story, and his descendants were 
called Plantagenets. FitzS(from the old French 
fils, meaning ‘‘son’’), Mac (Scottish), Ap, (Welsh), 
O’ (lrish),Fz (Spanish) and Ben were all prefixes, 
meaning in those several languages ‘‘son-’ Bat 
Fitz meant illegitimate son. The German sohn, 
Swedishson, Duich son are thesame,. German 
yon, Dutch yan, French de mean “of’’ or ‘from,’ 
referring to the residenceordescent. On the es- 
tablishment of tre feudal system, new names were 
introduced, derived either from occupation, as 
Smith, Turner, Carpenter, Fuller, etc., from place 
of nativity, as French, Welsh, etc., or from per- 
sonal complexion or other peculiarities, as White, 
Brown, Black, Long, Short, Sweet, Smart, Coy, 
Martin, Wren, etc. 


Rather Mixed. 

S.B., Murphy, N.C: From what is the ex- 
pression, ‘‘Mind your P’s and Q’s’’ derived? 

In all houses in the olden time, when chalk 
“scores’’ were marked upon the wall, or behind 
the door of the taproom, it was customary to put 
the initiaJs *‘P’ and ‘*‘Q” at the head of every 
man’s account to show the number of ‘‘pints’” and 
‘quarts’ jor which he was in arrears ; and we may 
presume many a friendly rasticdo have tappei his 
neighber on the shoulder when he was indulging 
too freely in his potations, and to have exclaimed 
as he pointed to the cha'k score, “Mind your P’s 
and Q’s, man!’’ Other explanations are given of 
the origin of this phrase, however ; one writer sup- 
posing it came from ‘‘Mind your toupee’s and your 
queues;”’ the “‘toupee’’ being the artificial locks of 
hair on the head, and the ‘“‘queue’’ the pigtail of 
olden time. Charles Knight thinks it was derived 
from the schoolroom or the printing office, as the 
forms of the small ‘“‘p’’ and “‘q’’ in the Roman type 
have always been puzzling to the child and the 
printer's apprentice, from the fact that in ne the 
downward stroke is on the left of the oval and in 
the other on the right; this, then, is a literal signi- 
fication. 


Trousers. 

J.C. A., Grenada, Miss.: When did trousers 
come into general use ? 

Trcusers Came into use for general wear with the 
French reyolution. The gentleman, the supporter 
of royalty and sound constitutional principles, 
wore breeches. The term ‘sans culottes’’ suffi- 
ciently explained what were not worn by the 
marses who forced constitutional reform into revo 
luticn. By an apparent contradiction of purpose 
and principle the ‘‘sans culottes’’ who denounced 
every one who wore breeches finally went beyond 
their opponents and wore twice as much cloth 
around their legs; ina word, adopted the modern 
trousers and made them the badge of a pariy as 
well known as aclase. Napoleon, who was too 
thin at one period of his life and too stout at an- 
other, to look his best in small clo’hes, neverthe 
less wore them on state occasions after he had set 
upathroneand goneinio theemperor busine’s. 
His army was the first that wore trousers, a1! 
trcusers made progress n general adop:iou step 
by step with the march of the French 

rmy. The French trousers and neat 
gaiter were scen in Egypt, in Spain, in 
Italy, in Germany, in Poland and Russia, on the 
banks of the Tacus and those ofthe Vistula. Peo- 
ple thought that the manver in which a@ great con- 
quering nation clad its legs was the model, and 
when the trouser vearers marched over the 
wearers of pigtails and knee-breeches at Jenaand 
Auerstadt, a decision was given from which the 
world did not care to appeal. The world is usually 
eesily convinced of the wisdom of the victor. Lag- 
land stood out the longest against trousers, but 
finally she yielded and her army marched to 
Waterloo wearing the universal legfunnels. Our 
grandfathers generally fellin with the way of the 
world, though federalists here and there would 
not yield. There is a story of a clergyman who, 
greeted with the rough inquiry, “How are you, 
priest?’ responded, “‘How are you, democrat? How 
do you know I’m a priest?’ ‘By your dress. How 
do you know I’m a democrat?’ “By your address.” 
Doubtless the clergyman wore knee-breeches, while 
the admirer of Jefferson and “dangerous French 


principles” clothed his legs in trousers.

How We Dressed During the War. 
Written for The Constitution. 

At the beginning of the late civil war almost 
every one who moved in a respectable circle in 
social life had a decent stock of individual 
clothing en hand. Butasthe four long years 
of conflict dragged themselves along, this stock 
became sadly and perceptibly diminished, 

Owing to the blockade, and to the faci that 


‘the south was not a manufacturing section, 


store-goods soon became difficult to obtain. The 
merchants’ shelves soon became thinned, and 
goods which had lain upon them for years back 
found a ready sale, Then it was that sutlers 
came into demand, and their small wares were 
eagerly sought after by the female portion of 
the community. 

Fortunately we had cotton and wool in the 
raw, and factories for their manufacture into 
woolen and cotton cloth sprang up at every 
available point. Very much of their produces, 
however, was necessarily reserved for the uses 
of the army. 

Children and young people who were growing 
every day found it difficult to restrain them- 
Selves within the compass of half-worn and 
out-giown garments. The wit of woman, ever 
keenest inemergency, was set to work to rem- 
edy these deficier cies, and the problem of the 
art of “stretching” was carried to its greatest 
height. 

The family to which I belonged was a fami- 


Jy of refuges, and the first consideration as 


winter drew on was how tokeep warm. Com: 
forters mado of coarse calico or old silk dresses 
and lined with raw cotton were our first 
achievement. 

Shoes came next on the list. Fortunately 
there was a tannery in the village, and by pay- 
ing down hard money we were duly shod in 
stout calf-skin. Later on sheep-skin and alli- 
gator skin were pressed into service, At home 
we wore cloth shoes or crocheted slippers, 
fastened on to the soles of discarded shoes. 

l'ancy the amount of cotton cloth necessary 
to cover the nakedness of a household of eight 
females, three males and several servants! At 
first we had resort to the linen sheeting of hap- 
pier days! Later on we were glad to obtain 
unbleached muslin, no matter how inferior the 
quality. 

As the war went on, prices advanced fright- 
fully, owing to the scarcity of goods and the 
depreciation of the currency. 

Very early in the struggle the shadow fell. 
“A brother, the eldest born, lay with the un- 
sheeted dead at Manassas. My first mourning 

was very simple—a dyed merino, a black 
dotted calico, a black ribbon round my white 
child’s hat, voila tout. 

Once in the year my father went to Rich- 
mond, 250 miles distant, and brought home 
such commodities as his slender purse could 
purchase; a calico dress apiece, mayhap a wool- 
en shawl, a little tea, sugar, coffee, rice, etc. 

I went through the war on four calico dresses 
and when I close my eyes I can see those cal- 
icoes yet. They were ail polka-dotted, and 
ranged from 45 centsa yard all the way up 
to $10. 

As our exigencies increased two dresses were 
merged into one. Prior to the war, atwin sis- 
ter snd myself had always dressed exactly 
alike. Wenow exchanged, and out of two 
half-worn dresses evolved one whole garment. 

Garibaldi waists were very popular. 
They were made out of silk, cloth, velvet or 
muslin, ard worn with any kind of skirt, 
bright or dark as might be, 

I remember a black velvet jacket, cut from a 
mantle, which was worn by five girls in tarn, 
and did{service on many trying occasions. It 
figured on horseback, in the parlor, at state 
receptions—in short, everywhere. My mother 
sacrificed her black brecaded silk to the wants 
of her young daughters, It fashioned a gari- 
baldi around. 

Pretty suits were made out of all wool, linssy 
and checked cotton of domestic weaving. 

But alas! for the prospective bride in war 
time. Toamassa trousseau was a matter of 
almost super-human effort. A friend who mar- 
ried in the winter of ’62 was made happy by 
the gift of her mother’s store of table and bed 
linen. These were duly converted into under- 
wear, finished off with hand embroidery. A 
mauve velvet bonnet,and brown silk,shot with 
gold,procured in Richmond,completed her out- 
fit. 

Mourning was still more difficult to procure, 
A young widow who lost her husband in ’64 
gave me a cluny silk and figured lawn in ex- 
change for my mach worn black merino and 
grenadine shawl. 

Sutlers were very popular. They always 
carried a stock of small wares, such as pins, 
needles, tape, buttons, and other household ar- 
ticles. Sometimes cotton gloves and coarse 
ehocs. ‘Thread was hoarded carefully. 
bought it in large hanks, manufactured from 
hemp, 

Pin cushions were ripped up, and many in- 
valuable little prickers extracted from their 
branny depths. 

Almost every article of wear was devised by 
woman’s skillful hands—cloth was fashioned 
into caps, gloves, jackets, shoes, otc.; the fleece 
of the sheep was in great demand; and out of 
the spun yarn, socks, shirts, skirts, and other 
articles too numerous to mention were knit by 
woman’s deft hand. I remember a lovely 
jacket, crocheted of dark, brown yarn, finish- 
ed off with red worsted, which was a8 becoming 
to the slender form it encased as it wasin re- 
ality enng and comfortable. Hoods, comfort- 
ers, moking caps, sacques and shawls, knit 
from yarn, contributed not a little to our com- 
fort during the winter season. For summer 
wear, we had straw hate of domestic plaiting, 
dyed black, varnished, and made gay with a 
bright ribbon twined around the crown. 

We did not change our fashions during the 
war, although on one occasion I recall a lady 
who returned from the capital sporting a hoop- 
skirt about three feet in diameter. ; 

It was impossible to purchase wraps or cloaks, “de 
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what they called ‘cups’,

garments, and no one knew how rich she wai 
until the garret had been thoroughly over- 
havled and its hidden treasures brought to 
light. : 

Ripping, turning, sponging, pressing, accom 
plished wonders with many a moth-eaten and 
discarded garment of other days. Wecut out 
and devised our own stockings. No one was 
particular about the fit of a pair of new shoes. 

It would beimpossible to enumerate, in 4 
limited space, the thousand and one devices" 
which the wit and ingenuity of woman lent to 
our ever narrowing resources, daring the four 
years of civil war. Doubtless there was some 
relief when the long strain was over and the 
stores on the other side of Mason and Dixon's 
line were again thrown open to our needs and 
ur purses.

It is impossible that the man 
who pursued women and children and non- 
combatants with fire and sword should com- 
prehend the greatness and the humanity of 
the man who issued the Chambersburg order 
to hissrmy. One revels in brutalities of his 
own invention; the other touches the high 
level of the humanities. 

Generel Sherman need not attempt to cut 
eapers asthe muse of history. His opinions 
are worth what editors will pay for them and 
nothing more. There is no doubt that General 
Grant was a great military man, nor is there 
any doubt about the genius of General Thomas. 
But General Lee was a great military man and 
something more besides. He -possessed that 
perfectly proportioned character that is the 
basis of moral greatness,and he stands ont 
among his contemporaries not only as a soldier 
but as a typical American citizen. Compared 
with him in this respect, General Sherman is re- 
markable only for his insignificance.

work without the necessary materia's in their due 
proportion. As it is, in this country, while crime 
wey, be used to any extent, passionin its fiercer 
and deeper forms is scarcely available, unless it 1s 
made to receive some conventional sanction. 
For instance, the right of dealing with bigamy is 
by custom conceded to the writer of romance, 
because in cases of bigamy vice has received the 
conyentional sanction of marriage. True, the 
marriage isa mock one, but such as itis, it pro- 
vides the necessary cloak. But let bim be- 
ware how he deals with the same subject when the 
sinner of the piece has not added a sham or a big- 
amous marriage to hisevil doings, forthe book 
will in this case be certainly called immoral. Eng 
lish life issurrounded by conventionalism, and 
English fiction has come to reflect the convention- 
alism, not the Jife, and hasin consequence, with 
some notable exceptions, got into a very poor way, 
both as regards art and interest. : 

If this moderate and proper freedom is denied to 
imeginative literature alone among the arts (for, 
though Mr. Horsley does not approve ofit, sculptors 
may still model from the naked), it seems probable 
that the usual results will follow.

}A WILD STORY OF THE LATE 


CIVIL WAR.

History of Outrege, Murder and Terrible Revenges a3 


told by One of the Notorious Quantrell’s Dar- 
ing Lieutenantse—A Price Put Upon 
Bead—He Escapes Into Mexico. 


GUZANNE, Wyomine County, W. Va., May 1. 


Sevral [years since I was traveling through 
the interior of West Virginia on horseback, and 
a difficult, lonely undertaking it was, traveling 
over the mountains 3,000 feet above the level of 
the sea,and through almost interminable forests 
of trees, and across swiftly running streams, 
with seldom a human habitation in sight. 
However, it is not the geography of the moun- 


tain state I propose to describe, but to tell the ; 
history as it was given me of a man who was &- 


deep, unreadable mystery to all who ever knew 
or heard of him in these depths of nature's 
primitive mountains. I had been riding and 
walking all day, from six o’clock in the morn- 
ing until five in the evening, with but half an 
hour’s rest for myself and horse. During the 
entire day’s travel I had seen but two people, 
both of whom were hunters. Both these mon 
had been passed while traveling along the top 
of the mountain during the morning, and I 
now was approaching the foot of that mountain,

The oppressiva 
feeling did not decrease as I got to the foot of 
the mountain, where I found a narrow trail or 

th leading along the banks of a deep brook, 
ton discernable occasionally through the 
thick tangle of brush which lined its bauks. 
A half-hour’s ride brought me to a narrow 
opening or clearing, in the center of which 
stood a small,one story log cabin. Of course, 
the sight of the clearing and the cabin was a 
grateful one, which roused me from that op- 
pressive despondency so peculiar, yet so com- 
mon, to travelers under like circumstances. I 
rode up to the cabin and halloaed, to the occu- 
pants. In@ moment the door opened, and « 
tall man stood before me. I explained to him my 
hurgry and tired conditlon, and was invited to 
slight and enter. After tying up my horse, and 
throwing before him an armful of fodder and 
a feed of corn, I walked into the cabin and sat 
down. My host was a man

among a thousand—tall, somewhat gray, about 
fifty years of age in appearance. He had the 
keenest pair of eyes I ever saw. They were a 
deep blue, and their glance appeared to pene- 
trate clear through me and to lay bare my very 
thoughts. He appeared satisfied with hisscru- 
tiny ina moment, when he turned about and 
directly set before me asupper of fish, venison 
and corn-bread. I fell to and ate heartily, only 
addressing a few commonplace words during tho 
meal, I was hungry, and he was seemingly 
averse to much talk, After supper we struck 
up aconversation, with the country round 
about asa subject. He showed a wonderful ac- 
quaintance with the wild mountains, valleys 
and streams. During the conversation—how I 
do not remember--the subject of the late war 
came up. On this sabject I did pretty much all 
the talking in telling my host how in the lapse 
of time the miserable fraternal hatred and dis- 
cord had become healed over; how the blueand 
gray annually met in a re-union of both to talk 
of old battles and strifes and to renew their 
pledges of brotherly love. Many instances and 
dozens of prominent men of both sides come 
in the review. My host appeared lost in 
thought foratime. At last he looked up and 
said: 

“My friend, I have alife history which I 
never intended to divulge, but your words 
have driven acloud from my miad, I will, if 
you wish to heer it, tell you as 

WILD AND INTERESTING 
a story as you eve listened to, provided you do 
not repeat it untilafcer the lap:e of two years.” 

Of course I promised, and the following is 
the story, many instances of which I have 
eince taken the trouble to investigate and 
found them exactly as told. It has been a lit- 
tle over two years since they were told me by 
Lieutenant Warren Lavelle: 

“IT was seventeen years of age when the war 
broke out. I am but little over forty-one now, 
although one would take meto be fifty. Atthe 
breaking out of the war I was aslender boy, 
brought up by my widowed mother, and taught 
as Only a Christian mother teaches her chil- 
dren. I did not enter the army on either side, 
having,as I saw, many friends and schoolmates 
in both armies. Our home was on a prairie in 
Missouri, on one of the most beautiful prairie 
farms of the interior. 

“The armies shifted back and forth, commit- 
ting many outrages and wrongs-—jast such 
things as are always found ian the wake of hos- 
tile armies, For a year we escaped, and I 
thought we were perfectly safe from injury 
frem either side, when one day, during my ab- 
sence in a neighboring town, a union force, 
commanded by a man who lived in the neigh- 
borbhood, went to our home and ¢killed my 
mother and two sisters. I found the house a 
piles of ashes and burning coals when I re- 
turned. It would be useless for me to undertake 
to describe my feelings. I will nottry todo it, 
but let my after deeds answer fora description. 
The dead bodies of my mother and sisters I 
found in the orchard under the trees. My lit- 
tle brother Tom, who was thirteen years old, I 

found a half hour later still Jiving, but shot and 
bayoncted in half adozen parts of the body. 
He was almost dead, but lived long enough to 
tell me an awful story of 
OUTRAGE AND MURDER. 
With dry ey«s I could not shed a tear. My 
whole being seemed to have undergone com- 
plete change. From a pure-minded, simple 
country boy I had been transformed into a de- 
mon. I dug a wide grave, buried my only rela- 
tives side by side, and marked thoir grave;, 
after which I mounted my horse and started for 
my nearest neighbors’, who were three boys 
of about my age. To them I told my story, 
and they agrved to go with me. In three days’ 


time I had thirty-five young men, well armed, in. 


my command. We found with very littletrouble 
where Quantrell’s band was in Kansas, and 
in a few days joined them. To QuantrellI told 
my story, and at his request took command of 
my little company. All of my force were 
splendid shots and riders. We carried, besides 
rifles,a pair of Colt’s revolvers, with extra sets 
of cylinders. 

“When in action we took the bridles of our 
well-trained horses in our mouths, and, with 
pistol in each hand, would ride through or over 
our enemies,em ptying our pistols at close quar- 
ters. When the loads were all discharged a 
quick manipulation of the barrel would pull 
the pin which held the cylinders, which would 
be dropped into an empty pocket and fresh ones 
replaced. By this means, after constant drill, 
we were able to keep up a continuous fasilade, 

*Do you remember the battle near Mexi:o, 
Mo., where a whole battalion of union forces 
was wiped out? It was done this way: A small 
squad of twenty-five men were ordered to ap- 
proach within sight of theenemy, whose forces 
snd armament were known to us, and upon 
their approach to retreat before them several 
miles to a narrow lane lined on both sides with 
an imperetrable hedge fence. When ata cer- 
tain spot they were to turn and 

CHARGE THE ENEMY. 

I Jed the little company of twenty-five, all of 
whom belonged to my command. The enemy 
fellinto the trap. After cat:hing sight of us 
they gave quick pursuit. With our splen‘id 
had no difficulty in keeping a quar- 
ter of a mile or more ahead of them. Right 
into the lane we galloped, as though only in- 
tent on getting away, until we had gone about 
a mile, when I gave the command to halt. We 
bad barely turned face toward the enemy 
when I heard the quick rattle of shots in their 
rear. ‘Charge!’ Witha rush we were upon 
them and gave them half a doz rounds, 

iling up men and horses in a confased, curs- 
ng, groaning mass. The next command placed 
my men in single file along either side, close up 
to the hedge. There, while the enemy were 
pouring their fre down the center‘of the lane, 


we stood for a minute or two quickly pouring . 


into their ranks 

DEADLY VOLLEYS. 
The ambuscads, with the hot reception, threw 
them intoa panic, and we saw the victory wa; 
ours. The rioging command of our leader, 
‘Kill!’ came across the ,

Jevery one of us had suffere! at their 


Wt and our only motive was veugeance and - 
¢ 


ed. After this ight we had many others, 


i losing here and there a comrade, sometimss 


many, but our renks were kept pretty well 
filled with the sort of men we wanted, At the 
battie of Lone Tree the man who had so deep- 
ly wronged me, I learned, was with the enemy. 
Quantrel allowed the union soldiers to approach 
so closely that an occasional shot would a 
down one of ourmen. The boys sat firm an 

quiet, the killing of a friend and comradeonly 
serving to make their eyes flash brighter and 
their lips to close tighter. When that one word 
‘Now! was given whata yell went up as wo 
charged them, Right and left, cutting, slash- 


‘ing, shooting. They were brave fellows, but 


human nature could not stand before such dev- 
ils, They began to give, and my mortal enemy 
was fifty thew away. With a quick command 
I threw wy little company into the shape of a 
wedge, and we went through their front ranks 
right into the midet of the company, com- 
manded by the man whose blood I sought. 
‘Kill, kill, kill!’ I sereamed. Ah, that wasa 
fight! Down they went, not alone, but still 
down. Our revolvers were emptied, renewed 
and emptied again. The third time, however, 
they broke and ran. I caught up with the man 
I was after, and, replacing my pistol in its belt, 
caught him by the long hair, and with my 
knife had 
CUT OFF BOTH HIS EARS 


before he could jerk away. He fell tothe ground, 
and I got down and tied him right there amid 
the whistle of bulletsand clash of sabers. Back 
into the fight. But we had conquered, and, 
leaving my comrades to follow, I returaed to 
find my prisoner had fainted. I threw water 
into his face and brought himaround, By this 


’ time the retreating army were beyond pursuit, 


leaving their dead scattered along two or three 
miles. When my command, led by Chero- 
kee Joe, had returned, I took my prisoner toa 
tree and tied him fast. I had in the mean- 
while informed him of my identity and gave 
him an inkling of his fate. His prayers and 
appeals were music to me, and his curses an 
eolian harp in symphony with my eternal ha- 
tred. To be brief,]1 killed him while an appeal 
for mercy was issuing trom his cursed lips. 
“A fewweeks after this fight, from our scouts 
I learned that the remnant of his command 
were stationed in Arkansas, about thirty miles 
distant. From Quantrel I got orders to go m 
that direction and scout, Takicg twenty-five 
men I followed down the bayou, with five 
Cherokee scouts out ahead. Wesoon located 
the enemy ona plantation belonging toa Mr. 
Taylor, who was friendly to us. We learned 
that Lieutonant Boriel, with thirty-five men, 
the remnant of the company, was camped near 
an old cottou-gin at iceast a mile in front of the 
main body. About ten o’clock at night we 
started]. and by one in the morning we had crept 
within twenty-five yards of the camp-fire, in 
front of which two sentinels stood on guard. 
The field in front being open I sent one of my 
scouts down on the line and found all my men 
ready, with pistol in each hand. Ths next mo- 
ment we started forward,and were within fifteen 
yards of the centinel before attracting atten- 
tion. He vever knew what hurt him. 

We retreated down the bayou and laid an am- 
buscade in a thick pieee of woods, and were 
hardly in position when the front of the 
cavalry arrived in the road opposite us, when 
we gave them several rattling volleys and 
emptied a number of saddles. In the confa- 
sion we escaped by a by-path, led by our scouts. 
Cne month later we had 

KILLED ELEVEN OTHERS 


of that hated company, leaving only five of 
them alive. Of these two others foil later in 
the war, and in the last fight we were in the 
three others wero wiped out. I never intended 
to stop killing until the last man of that set of 
devils had gone under, or I wyself bad bitten 
the dust. After the war was over a reward 
was offercd for me, dead or alive, and I with 
two others left that part of the country and 
went to Mexico. After staying some time at 
Pasa dol Norte we concluded to go into Chi- 
huahua and hunt up some of the old silver 
miner, formerly worked by the Spaniards. 
We had many adventures and narrow 
escapes from the bands of robbers which 
infest the country, once being captured by 
them and escaping by killing the guard 
on a very dark, stormy night. We made 
friends of the Apache Chief Et Cayote, and 
were never injured by them. We were fortu- 
nate enough to lecate a rich mine which had 
not been worked for m ny years. Our discov- 
ery was made by a nearly fatal accident. One 
day while prospecting, one of my comrades fell 
into an old shaft which had become overgrown 
by the chapparal. He struck on a rocky ledge 
not more than ten feet below, and holding on 
to the jaggedd rocks yelled for help, Fortu- 
nately one of us was near enough to hear his 
cries, and went to his assistance and drew him 
out with alariat We 
INVESTIGAT&D THE SHAFT 

the next day and foundrich specimens of silver- 
bearing ore, After becoming satisfied that we 
had found a paying mine we lefctit and went to 
the city of Mexico, where we formed a syndi- 
cate, several Eng}ishmen furnishing the capital. 
The mine turned out well, and in five years we 
were all rich men. Our capital was deposited 
in the Bank of England, where mine is today, 
with the exception of several thousand pounds 
which I invested in a sheep ranch in Australia, 

“‘Twoyears ago last spring I became restless, 
end longed for another sight of my old home. 
The feeling became at last so overpowering that 
I finally hunted up a good overseer and placed 
him in charge of my ranche, with orders to 
deposit all profits in a bank at Sydney, and to 
conduct the establishment until my return, 
which I told him might not be for three years. 
I returned to America quietly and unknown, 
traveled through Missouri to my old home, 
Viewed the resting place of my p30ple, and 
made myself known to but three of my old 
comrades, one of whom resides near Lexing- 
ton, Mo. From there I came east, and, by a 
mere freak, entered the wildsof West Virginia, 
where I have been, on this spot, ever since, 
My pilgrimage is now over, and I will return 
to civilization with - ou in the moraing, and 
from thence go back to Australia.’’ 

The next mornivg we left the place, my host 
taking nothing bnta plain hunting suit of 
homespun, his horse and a pair of uglylooking 
pistols. Our trip to the line of railroad was 
void of interest beyond that I felt in the man 
himself whose great magnetism and force of 
character kept me constantly wondering who 
and what he was, forI felt perfectly satisfied 


that he had concealed his real identity. When | 


we arrived at the railroad my companion pur- 


| chased a ticket for New York, and just before 


the train started, turned, shook me by, the 

band and said: “I am not the only man yetliy- 

ing who succeeded in gaining notoriety during 

the war. Many, I suppose most people, fully 

believe Quantre] himself was killed, but you 

may entertain serious doubts even of that,’ 
That was the last 1 ever saw of him.
